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ADMINISTRATION 


The  Vermont  State  ASC  Committee  administers  the  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program.,  the  Soil  Bank  Program,  Price  Support  Programs,  and  other  programs 
applicable  to  the  State  for  which  the  Commodity  Stabilization  Service 
has  primary  responsibility* 

These  programs  are  administered  in  Vermont  at  State,  county,  and  community 
levels  by  ASC  committees  composed  of  farmers • Farmers  in  each  community 
elect  annually  from  their  number  a community  committee  of  three  to  carry 
out  the  programs  and  do  the  field  work  in  their  community*  Any  farmer 
who,  as  owner  or  operator  of  a farm,  participated  in  the  past  year  or 
will  participate  in  the  coming  year  in  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Pro- 
gram or  is  eligible  for  price  support,  is  eligible  to  vote  in  this  annual 
election*  They  also  elect  a delegate  to  attend  a county  convention  at 
which  a county  committee  of  three  is  elected.  The  county  agricultural 
agent  serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  county  committee* 

The  county  committee  administers  the  programs  at  the  county  level  within 
the  policies  and  guides  set  up  by  the  State  Committee*  Bach  county  com- 
mittee employs  a full-time  county  office  manager  who  administers  the 
county  ASC  office* 

The  State  Committee  is  appointed  by  the  Secretary  cf  Agriculture*  It 
is  responsible  for  the  administration  and  operation  of  all  applicable 
programs  in  the  State.  The  Committee  determines  the  policies  and  makes 
recommendations  to  be  carried  out  by  a State  Administrative  Officer  who 
is  the  administrative  head  of  the  State  ASC  Office, 
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AGRICULTURAL  CONSERVATION  PROGRAM  - 1957

The  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  is  authorized  by  an  Act  of  Congress 
and  came  into  existence  in  1936.  The  program  recognizes  the  need  for 
additional  conservation  of  our  soil,  water,  and  forest  resources.  It 
sets  up  a system  whereby  the  Government  and  farmers  can  join  together 
in  a program  of  conservation.  This  provides  for  a farmer- consumer  effort 
to  encourage  and  financially  help  farmers  to  carry  out  needed  conservation 
practices  so  that  the  Nation’s  farms  may  continue  to  produce  in  the  future. 

The  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  is  based  on  the  conservation  needs 
of  the  various  States  as  determined  by  the  State  ASC  Committees  in  con- 
sultation with  Extension  specialists  and  technical  people  from  other 
agencies.  Some  of  these  needs  for  Vermont  and  those  accomplished  under 
the  1937  AGP  are  as  follows: 


The  program  is  developed  from  the  recommendations  of  the  community  and 
county  committees  as  these  reflect  the  needs  at  the  grass  roots.  The 
State  Handbook  of  practices  is  drawn  up  and  approved  by  the  State  Committee 
working  with  the  National  and  State  Forest  Service  representatives  and 
the  State  Soil  Conservationist.  The  provisions  and  practices  are  within 
the  framework  of  the  National  Bulletin, 

The  program  is  administered  through  the  locally-elected  county  and  com- 
munity committeemen.  There  are  \\2  county  committeemen  and  I4.8O  community 
committeemen  serving  the  program  as  it  is  operated  in  Vermont  at  the 
present  time.  Through  this  service  they  develop  qualities  of  leadership 
which  are  a valuable  asset  to  the  community  and  State. 

The  average  cost  per  farm  enrolled  in  the  program  for  the  fiscal  year 
1958  for  the  committeemen's  work  in  administering  ACP  and  the  other 
applicable  programs  in  Vermont  was,  county  committee  !jpl.50  and  community 
committee  $3«9U.  These  men  receive  pay  on  a per  diem  basis  for  the  time 
worked  only. 

In  addition  to  the  conservation  work  carried  out  on  the  land  as  summarized 
in  the  tables  contained  in  this  report,  the  program,  through  furnishing 
lime  and  fertilizers  on  a contract  basis,  has  kept  the  costs  of  these 
materials  at  a lower  level  than  they  would  have  been  otherwise.  In  working 
with  the  railroads  in  connection  with  the  transportation  of  the  materials, 
freight  rates  have  been  reduced  in  many  instances. 

The  tabulation  on  page  16  showing  "Use  of  Funds"  by  years  indicates  that 
the  farmer  has  been  and  is  contributing  in  cash  and  services  considerably 
more  than  the  cost  of  the  program  to  the  Government.

Soil  Sampling  Service 

The  soil  sampling  service  was  again  available  in  all  counties  as  a 
part  of  the  AGP,  The  samples  were  taken  by  committeemen  as  requested 
by  the  farmer  and  sent  to  the  soil  testing  laboratory  at  the  State  Agri- 
cultural College,  The  soil  test  reports  and  recommendations  were  made 
to  the  farmer  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Agronomy  Department  and 
the  comity  agricultural  agent,  7062  samples  were  taken  on  1988  farms 
at  a cost  of  $3091  in  program  funds, 

ASC-SCS  5%  Agreements 

Thirteen  counties  entered  into  agreements  with  the  Soil  Conservation  Ser- 
vice for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  technical  assistance  in  connection  with 
those  practices  for  which  that  agency  had  the  responsibility  for  the 
technical  phases.  The  amounts  of  program  funds,  by  counties,  used  by 
SCS  under  these  agreements  and  the  number  of  farms  serviced  are  as 
follows :

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PRICE  SUPPORT  PROGRAMS 

In  the  field  of  price  support,  the  Vermont  ASC  Committee  has  concerned 
itself  with  keeping  up  to  date  on  the  over-all  activities  of  the  various 
price  support  programs  that  would  affect  the  State's  agriculture  such  as 
those  for  dairy  products,  honey,  wheat,  corn  and  the  purchase  and  loan 
programs.  Information  on  these  has  been  passed  along  to  the  county 
offices  and,  through  publicity,  the  fanners  have  been  kept  informed. 

TOBACCO  ILARKETIHG  QUOTA  PROGRAM 

Marketing  quotas  for  cigar-filler  and  binder  tobacco  were  approved  for 
three  years  by  tobacco  farmers  in  a referendum  held  February  13,  1957. 

A tobacco  acreage  allotment  was  established  for  the  one  farm  growing 
tobacco  in  Vermont  for  the  1957-58  marketing  year.

Note:  The  grower  produced  no  tobacco  in  the  1957  crop  year.  He  placed 

the  maximum  acreage  (6,39  acres)  allowed  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Acreage  Reserve  Program  in  the  Acreage  Reserve  and  thereby 
preserved  his  acreage  history. 

SOIL  EANlv  PROGRAM 


The  Soil  Bank  Act  as  passed  by  the  Congress  made  available  new  programs 
to  the  farmers  starting  in  1956. 

Our  committeemen  were  informed  about  the  tentative  proposal  on  February 
10,  1956.  This  was  for  discussion  purposes  only. 

The  Soil  Bank  Act  was  enacted  May  23,  1956. 

Since  there  was  only  one  eligible  farm  in  connection  with  the  Acreage 
Reserve  Program  the  administration  of  it  was  confined  to  the  State  Office 
and  to  Windham  County,  Vermont,  since  this  was  the  county  in  which  the 
eligible  farm  was  located, 

A Statewide  meeting  was  held  on  August  25,  1957  to  discuss  how  the 
Soil  Bank  Program,  would  work  in  Vermont.  At  this  time  detailed  informa- 
tion was  furnished  our  county  committeemen  and  co-workers.  The  information 
on  the  Conservation  Reserve  Program  in  Vermont  was  issued  in  the  form 
of  a handbook  similar  to  the  handbook  issued  for  ACP*.

The  Conservation  Reserve  Program  was  taken  to  Vermont  farmers  in  the 

fall  of  1956  at  the  same  time  that  the  AGP  Program  was  announced.  Vermont 

county  and  community  committeemen  were  given  details  of  the  program  and 

were  in  a position  to  explain  it  to  farmers  when  they  made  farm-to-farm  visits. 

The  following  yearly  rentals  and  practices  were  set  up  for  Vermont: 

Yearly  rental  — The  rate  for  Vermont  was  $10  an  acre  in  the 
case  of  acres  diverted  from  row  crops  and 
grains  and  $3  an  acre  in  the  case  of  acres 
diverted  from  tame  hay. 

Note:  In  1953  rental  rates  could  be  increased 

by  county  committees  to  $5  per  acre  for  part 
farms  and  $10  per  acre  for  whole  farms  placed 
in  the  reserve  and  planted  to  trees* 


Conservation  practices  — Six  conservation  practices  were  set 

up  under  the  Reserve  Program. 

1,  Initial  establishment  of  a permanent  vegetative  cover  for 
soil  protection  or  as  a needed  land-use  adjustment.

WOOL  PROGRAM 
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The  National  Wool  Program  was  operative  in  Vermont  during  1957.  The 
Vermont  ASC  was  concerned  with  the  following  activities  under  this 
program: 


* 1*  News  releases  at  State  and  county  levels  as  well  as  radio  news# 

Letters  from  county  offices  were  also  sent  to  keep  sheepowners 
informed  about  the  Wool  Program. 

2.  Filing  of  applications  for  incentive  payments  by  sheepowners 
for  shorn  wool  and  unshorn  lambs  at  county  offices. 

3.  Monthly  and  special  reports  from  County  to  State  Office  and 
Livestock  Division  on  sales  of  shorn  wool  and  unshorn  lambs# 


Li.  County  offices  making  payments  on  CCC  sight  drafts  to  eligible 
sheepowners . 


Promotion  fund  deductions  continued  at  one  cent  per  pound  on  shorn 
wool  and.  5 cents  per  cwt.  on  unshorn  lambs.  This  is  in  accordance  with 
the  1955  referendum  of  sheepowners  when  this  deduction  was  approved. 

These  deductions  are  paid  to  the  American  Sheep  Producers  Council  for 
the  purpose  of  promoting  sales  of  ttog1  and  wool  products. 

The  National  average  price  received  for  wool  marketed  by  producers  for 
the  1957  marketing  year  was  determined  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing 
Service  to  be  53.70  per  lb.  for  shorn  wool.  The  National  average  price 
received  by  producers  in  1956  was  UU*3^ • This  resulted  in  considerably 
lower  Government  payments  to  wool  producers  for  1957  wool  than  in  previous 
years . 

Following  is  a summary  of  1957  wool  payments  for  Vermont: 

55*716  lbs.  of  shorn  wool  resulted  in  payments  of  3U5U9.87. 

151*286  lbs*  of  unshorn  lambs  resulted  in  payments  of  $U99.2l u 
Amount  of  promotion  funds  deducted  was  '"632. 7U. 

Total  payments  to  farmers  in  Vermont  equaled  05 0li-9.il. 

OTHER  SERVICE  ACTIVITIES 

Conservation  Workshop 

The  1957  summer  session  at  the  University  of  Vermont  continued  to 
include  a course  in  the  conservation  of  natural  resources.  This  six 
weeks’  course  included  the  cooperation  of  all  agencies*  both  State  and 
Federal.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is  threefold: 

1.  To  give  instruction  in  the  important  facts  and  principles  of 
conservation  of  natural  resources. 


2#  To  develop  a concept  of  conservation  among  teachers

3*  To  help  develop  the  educational  principles  to  be  followed  for 
the  integration  of  conservation  education  into  the  school 
curriculum. 

The  course  is  principally  designed  for  teachers  and  includes  both 
classroom  lectures  and  field  trips.  Teachers  make  up  the  largest 
percentage  of  the  enrollment , 

The  Vermont  ASC  participated  in  two  one-day  sessions.  The  first  covered  a 
lecture  and  illustrated  presentation  of  the  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program  in  Vermont,  and  on  the  second  day  a combined  ASC-SCS  tour  to 
nearby  farms  where  both  agencies  had  carried  out  respective  work  was 
taken.  The  course  seems  to  fill  a specific  need  in  providing  for 
teachers  many  helpful  conservation  ideas  to  be  used  in  their  classrooms. 

Outdoor  Conservation  Laboratory 


The  Vermont  ASC  Committee  participated  in  the  Outdoor  Conservation 
Laboratory  sponsored  by  the  Vermont  Federation  of  Sportsman’s  Clubs  in 
cooperation  with  the  Vermont  State  agencies  concerned  with  conservation 
of  ail  natural  resources. 

The  Laboratory  was  a 10-day  course  of  orientation  and  field  trips  covering 
the  subjects  of  minerals,  soil,  ACP,  water,  forests,  and  wildlife.  The 
attendance  consisted  of  25  teachers  of  graded  and  high  school  level  who 
were  awarded  scholarships  for  the  Laboratory, 

C-reen  Pastures  Program 


The  Vermont  ASC  Committee  continued  to  help  plan  and  promote  the  State 
Green  Pastures  Program,  The  Administrative  Officer  served  as  Treasurer 
of  the  Green  Pastures  Council » At  all  levels  committeemen  gave  help 
in  the  judging  work. 

The  program  has  demonstrated  emphatically  the  importance  of  efficient 
use  of  lime  and  fertilizer  and  good  land  management  in  the  development  of 
a good  roughage  program  for  dairy  farmers.  The  accomplishment  in  such 
development  is  accelerated  each  year  the  program  is  carried  on. 

Publicity 

All  publicity  concerning  ASC  activities  was  carried  on  through  a memorandum 
of  understanding  with  the  Vermont  Extension  Service,  News  releases  were 
submitted  to  the  Extension  Editor  for  editing  and  for  final  release  to 
State  and  county  papers. 

Radio  and  television  programs  at  the  State  level  were  developed  jointly  by 
the  State  ASC  Office  personnel  and  the  Vermont  Extension  Editor's  Office, 
with  additional  radio  work  being  developed  cooperatively  between  the 
county  agent  and  the  county  ASC  office. 


""T"- 
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The  State  Office  sends  out  a monthly  newsletter  to  the  county  offices 
for  distribution  to  the  county  and  community  committeemen,,  These  letters 
point  out  highlights  on  the  ACP  and  other  programs  carried  out  in  the 
State. 

County  informational  meetings  were  held  in  each  county  of  the  State  in 
1957.  The  subject  of  these  meetings  was  Forestry.  Meetings  were  arranged 
cooperatively  by  the  State  ASC  Office*  Vermont  Forest  Service*  County 
ASC  Offices*  and  County  Foresters. 

The  meetings  consisted  of  talks  by  County  and  State  Forestry  and  ASC 
people  and  a field  trip  to  observe  forestry  practices.  The  meetings 
were  well  attended  and  well  received  throughout  the  State. 

Farmer-Businessman  dinners  were  held  in  several  counties  in  1957. 

The  dinners  were  arranged  by  County  ASC  Offices  with  cooperation  of  County 
Agents.  Each  committeeman  brought  ■ as  his  guest  a businessman  from  the 
county.  The  program  included  speakers  and  entertainment.  Counties 
holding  these  meetings  feel  that  this  is  a good  way  to  promote  a better 
understanding  of  agricultural  programs. 

Excellent  coverage  has  for  the  most  part  been  secured  from  both  press  and 
radio  and  relationships  between  Extension*  ASC  Committee*  and  news 
channels  have  been  good. 
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
